BAYS QUARANTINE EMPLOYES 
SHOULD DO THE WORK. 


Health Commissioner, However, Will 
Permit the Erection of Home for 
Stricken Dong Gong—‘‘Dis- 
ease Not Contagious.”’ 


The plans formed by Assistant Heaith 
Commissioner Francis for the care of 
Dong Gong, the Chinese leper, may be 
materially changed by Health Commis- 
Sioner Starkloff. who resumed charge 
his department Thursday, after an absence 
of 20 days. 

Dr. Starkloff does not approve the plan 
of paying Dr. Louis Knapp, or any other 
nurse, $600 a year to look after Dong 
Gong. He believes that the work can be 
performed by the physicians and nurses 
now employed at the smallpox quarantine, 
and says that he will try to make such ar- 
rangements. 

“f am in favor of the building of a specia] 
house for Hong Kong, or whatever his 
name is,’’ said Dr. Starkloff to the Post- 
Dispatch, “but it seems to me that a 
special and exclusive nurse for him will be 


unnecessary. 
wt pay Dr. Knapp $50 a month and 

board merely to wait 6n one Chinaman 

would be too good a thing for the nurse 

and patient, and too hard on the taxpay- 

ing public. We owe him humane treat- 
ent, norhing more. 

“The force now emyloyed at Quarantine 
will be ample to look after his wants, and 
will be in no danger of contagion. It 
should not be necesary for anyone to sleep 
in the same house with the patient. The 
house should be placed where it can be 
watched from Quarantine to prevent the 
escape of the patient. From what I nave 
heard about this leper, he is not the kind 
that will try to escape, but will be glad of 
the chance to live in ease at the city’s 
expense. 


Present Arrangement 
to Stand a While. 

“As Dr. Knapp has already taken charge 
of the case, I shall not for the present in- 
terrupt the arrangements made by Mr. 
Francis. Dr. Knapp will be left in charge 
of the case until the house near Quaran- 
tine {s built. Then it will be time to see 
what other arrangements we can make.”’

“made in. Dr. Starkloff's absence, and As- 


sistant Commissioner Francis, deeming 
that an emergency existed, appointed Dr. 
lhnapp as permanent nurse for Dong Gong, 
and arranged for the building of a house. 


Dr. Knapp’s avowed purpose in seeking 
the position of nurse was to study leprosy 
in its different stages. When he learns of 
the reversal of Mr. Francis’ policy by Dr. 
Starkloff, he may decide to abandon his 
patient at once. 

Dr. j . Ohmann-Dumesnil, who has 
made a study of leprosy, expresses the 
‘opinion that contagion would not follow 
the return of Dr. Knapp to his family on 2 
brief visit. 

“As 1 understand it, the doctor will not 
be required to sleep in the same room 
with the leper,” he said. “If that is so, 
his chances of contracting the disease will 
be alight. 

“Other men have nursed lepers and not 
acquired the disease and many leperolo- 
gists, that is physicians who have made a 
scientific study of leprosy, have operated 
on lepers and not fallen victims to the 
scourge. 

“Father Damien, the noted Belgian priest, 
who spent a large portion of his life min- 
istering to the wants of the lepers on the 
Isiand of Molokai and who finally con- 
tracted the disease did not get it from 
a leper. He contracted it by what is 
known as the ‘intermediate host function.’ 
That {s through an intermediary agency. 
He was stung by a fly which had previous- 
ly alighted on a leper’s sore. 


Caucasians Only 
Mildly Susceptible. 

“Besides, a Caucasian is not very suscep- 
tible, to leprosy. Chinamen, Japanese and 
East Indians seem particularly susceptible 
to the disease. 

; “In view of the slight chance there is 
of Dr. Knapp acquiring the disease, if 
he takes proper precautions, I am of the 
opinion that there would be almost no 
danger of contagion arising from a visit 
from him to his family. ‘Still, I do not 
know that it would be the most judicious 
thing In the world for him to spend too 


much time about his family’s home on 
his return or to let them touch him very 


mucn, 

“Personally, I would not feel the slight- 
est danger in talking with the doctor or 
shaking hands with him on his return 
from a short stay at the quarantine.”’ 

Dr. Armand Ravold, the well-known bac- 
teriologist, shares the same view. 

“There would be less danger of conta- 
gion from a visit to St. Louis of Dr. Knapp

The detective department instituted a 
separate investigation Thursday afternoon 
into the case of Joseph Graham, a gute 
keeper at the Delmar race track, who was 
snot and wounded seriously Wednesdav 
night during an attack upon his by five 
men in front of Cella’s saloon at Twenty- 
first street and Washington avenue. 

Graham was taken to the City Hospital. 

Immediately after the shooting, he do- 


clared to the police that ‘‘Bad Jack” Will 
iams was responsible for his wound. 

Later, when it developed that his injury 
would probably not result fatally, he said 
he did not believe Williams was in the 
party that assaulted him. 

Detective Guion and another 
who were specially detailed 
visited the hospital shortly 
Thursday. 

Graham made a statemert to them, but 
they have not disclosed its nature. 

Asked if he had implicated Williams 
the shooting, Graham said: 

“[ have made a statement to the detec- 
lives that | wiil make in court if I] have to 
go to trial. dont know why they are 
holding me a prisoner.” 

“Then vou do not deny that vou believe 
Williams shot you?” 

* certainly do not,”’ 
reply. 

“Will vou stick to your original charge 
that Williams was the leader of the gang 
that attacked you?” 

Graham Will Not 

Shield Anybody. 

“I’m not saying now who did or did not 
have a hand in the trouble. But I will tell 
you I’m not going to excuse anybody.’ 

Ed Butler told the Post-Dispatch that he 
was confident Williams had nothing to do 
with the shooting of Graham on Washing- 
ton avenue. ‘ 

“TIT know he didn’t’ said Butler’ “if Gra- 
ham was hot at 9:4 o’clock Wednesday 
night as reported by the police. 

“At that time I was with Williams at the 
Planters’ Hotel. I had been out riding 
during the evening with my family and a 
few friends. We returned about 9 o’clock. 
I had eecdsion to go down town and went 
to the Planters’ Hotel. 

“That was about 9:30, and Williams was 
at the hotel when I got there. We were 
together probably half an hour. 

“Graham’s charges look absurd on their 
face. Why, he identiged my son, John, 
who was with me all evening, as ‘Dutch 
Louie.’ ”’ 

The shooting is supposed to have heen a 
Sequel to the attempt of Constable JLin- 
hart’s special deputies to raid Delmar track 
Wednesday afternoon and Graham's foe- 
men are supposed by him to have been 
special deputies. 

He had incurred their displeasur2?, he 
says, by pointing a shotgun at them in a 
threatening manner when they appeared at 
the Delmar gate. : 

“IT am convinced they were members of 
that gang, because, as soon as thev saw 
me sitting in front of Cella’s saloon. one of 
them pointed me out with an oath an] the 
others went after me,” said Graham. 
“They didn't give me any show to resist 
and they opened fire on me immmedilately. 
I got out of it as quick as I could, tut 
twenty or thirty shots had been fired be- 
fore I broke away. I ran to an engite 
house at Twentieth street, where I met a 
policeman. Fie called an ampulanes and 
I was brought to the City Hospital.” 
Policemen Bunting and Sullivan. took 
Williams into custody at Twenty-first and 
Market streets an hour after the shooting. 
Williams called a carriage and, with the 
officers, was driven to the home of Baward 
Butler, who was invited to join the party 
as a bondsman. They drove then to the 
City Hospital, where they met John Rut- 
ler and Louis Fingerlin, and the six men 
went to Graham's bed.

WILL NOT TAKE UP RIFLES 


He Says the Mob at Pierce City Was 
‘Right and That More Can 


Be Expected. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. Aug. 22.—Col. 
Emmett Newton of Springfield, who is 
quartermaster-general of the National 
Guard of Missouri, has vigorous ideas on 
the subject of negro lynching. He is said 
to have gone into the Monigaw Springs 
district in order to get away from tele- 
graph messages which may officially order 
him to collect the arms which were taken 


from the Pierce City militia company by 
the mob which killed the three negroes. 

‘They want me to order the return of all 
rifles taken from the guardsmen in the 
Pierce City district,’’ said the quarter- 
master, in whose charge the rifles are, ‘but 
I am against it. I want the boys to keep 
their guns. I think the people down my 
way are able to take care of their own 
affairs. That nigger chase we had was 
right—down to the ground it was right— 
and if they get that fellow Lark back from 
Tulsa they will shoot or burn him, or do 
both. I will not order the rifles taken up. 
We know what we are dealing with down 
there. We know the men the crowd is 
after, and we know the crowd that is doing 
the hunting. Southwest Missouri will not 
stand for brutes. We never had occasion 
to apply the torch before, but it was found 
at hand when needed. The man who is 
responsible for the last outrage is now in 
captivity, but has not faced a southwest 
Missouri crowd yet. When he does they 
will put him where an appeal will not 
amount to much, so far as he is con- 
cerned.” 

“Then they burned the wrong man?” 

“No; they burned the right man. They 
did not burn the man who attempted to 
assault the young woman who is buried to- 
day, but they caught a brute who had 
made two previous attempts to worse than 
murder white women, and they settled the 
old score. Missourians are not slow to 
anger, and they are most thorough. 1 saw 
that request to collect the arms, it being 
said militiamen were — them in the 
chase after the brutes.

Luxurious Traveling of British Royal- 
ty While on the Water Shown by 
a Description of the 
' Vessel. 


LONDON, Aug. 22.—There is probably 
nothing more sumptuous afloat than King 
Edward VII's new yacht. The appointments 
and the management of the vessel in all 
their delicate and luxurious detail have 
been carried out with the personal approv- 
al of His Majesty and Queen Alexandra. 

The principal apartments are situated on 
the main and upper decks. The entire range 
of rooms on the former are appropriated 
for the private cabins and private suites or 
the King, the Queen, the Princess Victoria, 
the royal and noble personages who may 
be the guests of their majesties and the 
equerries and ladies-in-waiting. On the up- 
per deck are situated the state dining sa- 
loon, the reception room, the smoking and 
conversation rooms, etc. 

The private suites of the King and Queen 
are arranged on one side of this corridor, 
in the forepart of the vessel. In the King’s 

rivate etateroom the walls are enameicd 
A white, the carpet is a rich blue, 
gn in “ir blue morocco of the chairs.

Nonunion Men Brought Into 
Pittsburg. 


PLACED IN TIN PLATE PLANT 
STRIKERS NOT ALLOWED TO CoM- 
MUNICATE WITH THEM. 


Policemen Formed a Hollow Square in 
Which the Strike-Breakers Were 
Escorted From the Train 
to the Works. 


PITTSBURG, Aug. 22.—The American Tin 
Plate officials made a successful run-in 
this morning of 32 nonunion workmen to 
operate their Star plant at Twelfth and 
Etna streets. 

The strikers had been notified that 150 
men would arrive over the Pénnsylvania 
road at 2 o'clock and a large number of 
strikers gathered at the station to receive 
them. 

When the train finally arrived, over two 
hours late, the 32 newcomers, under the 
guidance of six of the company officials 
and the protection of 2% policemen, were 
marched to the mill, three blocks away. 

No demonstration whatever was made by 
the strikers, but they followed the crowd 
and tried to get a chance to talk to the 


nonunionists to dissuade them. 

The police, however, prevented all com- 
munication by forming a hollow square 
about their charges and keeping all strik- 
ers at a distance. No trouble occurred and 
the new men were safely lodged in the mill. 
The strikers claim that five of the men 
broke away from the guards and took to 
the hills.

Tents, her own chef, her own servants, 
maids, nurses, and even her own physi- 
clan, but she is hopelessly mad. A for- 
tune has been spent on her. The leading 
alienists of the world have studied her 
ease and all have pronounced it hopeless. 
GBhe will never recover. 
Mrs. Flagler was Ida Shrouds, the daugh- 
ter of a Philadelphia clergyman. She pos- 
sed an independent fortune of her own, 
ut, having a fancy for the stage, became 
for two years an actress. After she had 
retired from this she returned to Phila- 
delphia, and there met Mr. Flagler. He 
Was wealthy then, but the Standard Oil 
Co. has not become the colossus it has. 
Their courtship was brief, and they were 
married June 6, 1883. 

Mr. Flagler soon after established homes 
at 63 Fifth avenue, New York City, Mam- 
roneck, N. Y., and a winter home at St. 
Augustine, Fla. He had just begun to take 
an interest in the state which has since 
become a country of palace hotels built by 
him. The marriage was happy in every re- 
Bpect. Husband and wife were devoted, 
but it brought one sorrow that preyed con- 
Stantly upon the wife’s mind—the sorrow 
which follows childlessness. She could not 
be diverted from thoughts of it. It caused 
melancholia and finally dementia. 

For years the husband kept his wife at 
the Fifth avenue home, surrounded by ev- 
ery attention money could buy, but three 
years ago, after he had learned there was 
no hope, upon advice she was sent to the 
Sanitarium: The husabnd immediately gave 
up his northern homes and has since re- 
sided tn Florida.

Thirty-seven minutes, according to the 
sworn statement of Motorman W. _ J. 
Mitchell before the coroner’s jury Monday, 
is the scheduled time for running cars on 
the Easton avenue line, between Wellston 
and Fourth and Morgan streets, a distance 
of seven miles. 

Traffic on this division i!s unusually 
heavy. There are 24 intersecting lines to 
which transfers are issued. The mini- 
mum number of stops made on a trip is 
about 16. During the busy hours of the 
day the cars stop at all the transfer points 
and at. intermediate streets. 


Allowing for all stops and delays it Is 
figured that the actual running time of the 
Easton avenue cars between the terminal 
points of the road is 27 minutes. This rep- 
resents a speed of 16 miles an hour. 
Based on the 37-minute schedule, with- 
out a single stop being made, the cars 
run at the rate of 111-3 miles per hour. 
The franchise granted the St. Louis 
Transit Co. permits a speed of 10 miles 
east of Grand avenue and west of Grand 
avenue of 15 miles an hour. 

Motormen say it is impossible to carry 
out this schedule without running rapidly. 
The verdict of the coroner’s jury selected 
to inquire into the death of Mrs. Annie 
Lacey, who was killed by an Easton ave- 
nue car at Easton and Goodfellow ave- 
nues, holds the motorman culpably negll- 
gent and says ‘‘the transit company officials 
enforce a dangerous rate of speed.’’

A gentleman whom we all 
esteem, who from the first has been our 
recognized leader, is at this moment mourn- 
ing the loss of a young son, killed before 
his eyes, God knows that I sympathize, 
as do we all, in the affliction of our presi- 
dent. I am sorry for him. My heart goes 
out to him in this hour of distress, but 
at the same time the position of the League 
must be defined. We owe it to ourselves, 
we owe it to the people of this country. 
A mistake has been made, and we of the 
League must not be held responsible. 

The speaker sat down amid loud ap- 
plause from the Leaguers and less pro- 
nounced demonstrations on the part of 
the audience.

THE COURT CAITICSED 


LITTLEFELD OF MAINE D{SCUSSES 
THE INSULAR CASES. 


DECISIONS HAVE NO PARALLEL 


Address of the Eminent Lawyer Before 
the American Bar Association 
at Denver. s 


DENVER, Colo.,Aug.22.—At thé meeting of 
the American Bar Association today, Hon. 
Charles E. Littlefield of Maine spoke on 
the “insular cases.”” TMese cases, he said, 
consi@red in the manner in which the re- 
sults were reached, the incongruity of the 
results and the variety of inconsistent 
views expressed by the different members 
of the court, “are without parallel in our 
judicial history.” 

Taking up the first case, known as De 
Lima vs. Bidwell, stating the opinion of 
every member of the Supreme Court on 
the same, the speaker said Justice Brown 
did not anounce the conculsion and judg- 
ment of the court, affirming the judgment 
of the court below, but rendered one of 
his own. Referring to the opinions of Jus- 
tices White, Shiras and McKenna, in the 
Sameé case, the speaker sald: 

‘"lechnically speaking there is no opin- 
ion of the court to sustain the judgment 
“If the Dooley case (known as Dooiey VS. 
United States) is controlled by the Downes 
case,”” said Mr. Littlefield, “‘there would 
seem to be no good reason why it should 
not have been decided. That it was not, 
raises the inference that it would be ie- 
cided adversely to the government or that 
there was a greater difference of opinion 
than usual with reference to it. Mr. Jus- 
tice Gray !s the only one who indicates 
his ‘position’ in this case.” 

Mr. Littlefield considered the other cases 
which had been passed upon and said in 
the unsettled condition of the court it was 
hardly worth while to speculate as to the 
result of those cases. His conclusion as to 
Porto Rico's status ts, briefly: 

“So far as the operation of the constitu- 
tion was concerned this terrftory was to all 
legal intents and purpos¢s a part of the 
United States. It matters not how the 
constitution reached the territory so far 
as this case was concerned, 80 long as it 
was there.”’ 

Mr. Littlefield next discussed the 13th 
amendment to the constitution as it haa 
been construed by the Supreme Court in 
Porto Rico and the Philippines. He quoted 
the amendment and gave a history of the 
case. Then he said, referring to slavery as 
it existed in the United States: 

‘The negro cannot be driven out of the 
Bouth. He is vastly the supertor of the 
Filipino physcaly. and until the Filipinos 

roduce a Fred Douglas or a Booker T. 

‘fashington he has nothing to fear in an 
intellectual compzrison.”’

In whatever form the garbage reduction 
bill, now before a joint committee of the 
Council and House of Delegates, is passed, 
the St. Louis Sanitary Co. will be a sure 
winner. 

The terms “cinch” and “garbage con- 
tract” are synonyms in the municipal lex- 
icon of St. Louls. 

Hardly a detail is lacking in the present 
situation to make up the certainty that the 
sanitary company, Ed Butler’s concern, will 
secure the new contract at any terms which 
it may choose to nauuie.

Before such a plant could be built and 
equipped Butler’s competitor would have to 
secure by ordinance the privilege of con- 
ducting such an establishment. 

Such an ordinance would have to be 
passed by the Council and House and ap- 
proved by the mayor.
